Spurn Governor Glyhn's Efforts 


to Put Them on Up- 


State Farms.

Fonda, N. Y., March 18.—Fifty of 
the seventy unemployed New York- 
ers who came here yesterday as the 
.first installmen 
in Governor Glynn's 
campaign to place the city's workless 
people on up-state farms,.were lodged 
today in the village engine house. 
.Only twenty of the seventy arrivals 
accepted offers of employment with 
farmers, -although the wages offered 
were those generally, paid to 
farm 
hands here. The fifty 
who are idle 
are dependent on the 'towns people 
for shelter and food. 


Demand High Wages. 


The men demand $45 a month and 
maintenance while the farmers offer 
only $20 for men with no experience 
and ?25 for those wlio have worked 
on farms before. 
A tailor who never had seen a cow 
or a live fowl was willing to become 
a farmer for. $50 a month, $25 of this 
in advance. 
He 
failed to convince 
any prospective 
employer. Sev.erai 
others were willing to work, but could 
cot get up before 9 a. m. 


DisSention in Ranks.

IS NATIONAL CURSE 


Youths in the Work Tamper. With 


Moral Buzz Saw Declares Speaker 


at New Or.'eans Conven-

New Orleans, March 18.—"For the 
child, labor is a delusion; for indus- 
try, a fallacy; for-society, a menace" 
declared Lewis H. Hine at the Na- 
tional Conference on Child Labor here 
last night,

"A -procession of child workers from 
the canneries of Maine to the cotton 
field of Texas is asking if it pays. 
"They start off with happy hearts 
and happy faces, for work is fun at 
first, but a machine tears at one 
child's body; 
coal-dust smothers an- 


other; eye-strain. and body-strain ar- 
rest their development; their joy 
ceases. They are soon ready for the 
luman junk-pile; and, who foots the 


"Even if they escape physical harm, 
:an they escape the mental and moral 
aint of illiteracy, of deadening mono- 
tony, of close acquaintance with vice 
and crime? The newsie on the street 
gambles and knows the underworld; 
the messenger-boy on his wheel car- 
ries notes to and from the red light 
district. The majority of boys in. our 
uvenile courts have been street-work- 
ers: 
They have tampered with the 
moral buzz-saw. 
"So, 
if industry 
saves by child 
abor, society 
pays, 
because child 
abor works in a vicious cycle by in- 
adequately 
preparing 
children 
for 
ife and handicaping them for future 
work and the rearing of their own 
amlHes. Industry has stooped pretty 
ow when it draws on four-year olds, 
cutting their parents' wages below the 
Joint of support by employing chil- 
dren. It robs children of homes, play 
;ime and health, and makes material 
-lor the 
institutions 
which 
society 
>uilds for the sick in mind and body. 
The expenses society should charge to 
",hild labor we cannot calculate. 
"Yet even industry loses by child 
abor. It gets lower returns from the 
ihild thau'the adult, and pays for ac- 
jidents and damages to machines and 
material 
caused 
by child workers. 
More than that it produces that indus- 
trial misfit, the child labor adult, a 
man '; whose 
efficiency is ruined by 
premature work."

Widow Will Be Given Two-thirds of 


Capital Stock and 40 Per Cent 


of Estate.

Pittsburgh, March IS.—The will of 
eorge Westinghouse, who died 
in 


Mew York last week, was filed here 
for probate today. No estimate of the 
value of the estate is-made, but it is 
said to be about thirty-five million, 
The testament is a brief document 
and under its terms Margaret E. W. 
Westinghouse,: the widow, is 
given 


Lwo-thirds of all the capital stock of 
the 
Westinghouse Air Spring com- 
pany, of which he was owner, and one 
;hird of such stock to his son. Cer- 
ain personal office and household em- 
ployes are given a year's salary and 
a bequest of $50,000 is made to Alex- 
ander Garden Uptegraff. 


The residue of the estate is divided, 
40 per cent to the widow, 40 per cent 
:o the son, and 20 per cent to 
the 
brother of the testator.

and was defeated- at Escalon 
on the main line of the railway, and 
at Rosario. 
If the claims of the federals are cor- 
rect. General Villa had to do battle for 
lis life and is still in a precarious po- 
sition with an enemy In front and an- 
other threatening by a flank move- 
ment to occupy his rear. 
Carruthers, who is American con- 
sular agent at Torreon, was

nated by the department of state to 
ook after the interests of Americans 
and other foreigners during and after 
the battle.
